An Address by John McKenstry, 


The Ro ck Riv er Farmers’ Club held its 
semi mo nthly meeting at the usual Place 
o n Wednesday afto rneo n. 
Pres. .Utley 
called the meeting to o rder and after the 
reading o f the pro ceeding s o f the last 
meeting , Mr. McKenstry entertained the 
the club by reading the fo llo wing o rig in­ 
al essay o n co rn culture, that being tbe 
subject fo r dircussio n. 
"As I hav e do ne little in tbe way o f 
farming during tbe last twenty -fiv e y ears 


in p romoting the growth of the corn and 
other vegetables. 
I t 
is evident that all 
p lants must have in their composition the 
same chemical elements us are contained 
j in the soil from which they derive sup ­ 
port. 
These elements exist in the soil 
chiefly in the form of ceitain sails that 
j are soluble 
in vnur , tbe principal of 
j which are salts having potash, lime, mag­ 
nesia, soda and p hosp horus 
for their 
buses. 
When the soil is dry these salts 
are mingled with tbe earth in a solid 
form. 
They are d issolved by the rains 
and their solutions sire ub*orl ed by the 
roots of 
vegetables, whence they 
are 
carried up, either by ^.p illary attraction 
or by unexp lained force belonging to the 
vessels and cells iu plants, and then they 
undergo 
a chemical change by which 
they are connected into the substance 
forming 
stems, 
leaves, blossoms, and 
seeds. 
Thu source of carbon, which forms the 
the woody fibre of trees and many other 
plants, is fouud partly in mold, composed 
of decaying vegetable substance, and 
p artly in tbe carbonic acid, which always 
exists in the air and is conveyed to the 
soil by every shower. 
The soluble salts 
in the soil are dissolved and carried dow n­ 
ward by the water that settles in the earth 
and again, when the surface becomes 
dry, are conveyed up ward with the mois­ 
ture that at such time always ascends, be­ 
ing drawn up by the absorbent p ower of 
dry soil. 
That the salts of potash, lime, soda, 
magnesia and phosphorus are thus drawn 
up ward, is shown by the crust on the sur­ 
face of the ground, so frequently found 
after a long continued spell of dry weath­ 
er. 
This crust is laden with these salts, 
in readiness for b eirg dissolved, and 
again carried dow nw ard within the reach 
of the roots by the first rain. 
Now how shall we explain the vigorous 
growth of corn and other crops through a 
long continued drouth, lik e that of last 
year? There are two reasons which seem 
to me satisfactorjL 
One is the moisture 
constantly coming from below, bringing 
with it the plant nourishment in the shape 
of solutions of the ingredients on which 
plants fped and thrive; the other tiie in­ 
creased downward grow Ji of the roots, 
in their effoits to find moisture und food. 
There can be no doubt that roots p ene­ 
trate much deep in the soil in a dry than 
in a*wet season. 
Does it not follow then that a dry sea­ 
son really enriches the surface soil by 
bringing p lant food, the inorganic con 
stituents that lie deep in the earth, to the 
up p er nortiou, in readiness for the use of 
succeeding crops? 
Now if this theory be 
correct, and I believe it is, we ought to 
expect good crop s this year, if the season 
is at all favorable. 
The next thing to be considered is the 
p rep aration of the ground, and on this 
point there would be little to say if our 
prairies would always retain their origi­ 
nal fertility. 
Those of us who have rais­ 
ed corn on new prairie k now very well 
what large yields we obtained with little 
labor, and less sk ill. 
But, unfortunately, 
soil becomes exhausted by long cultiva­ 
tion, especially when tLc same k ind of 
crop is continued from year to year. Then 
comes the time when 
brain as well as 
muscle must be exercised. 
The worn out 
land must be restored rs far as possible, 
or, what is better, the land should be so 
managed as not to become worn out. You 
will all agree with me that it is poor policy 
to k eep on raising the same k ind of crop 
on the same land until the soil becomes 
so far exhausted as no longer to 
pro duce 
a crop wo rth harvesting. 
No land ex cept 
bo tto m laud, that isenHcbed by frequent 
o v erflo ws and depo sits o f river sediments, 
will bear this 6 3’stem o f cult iv atio n. 
The 
questio n then is, ho w shall tbe fertility 
be preserv ed? Ho w shall we treat o ur 
so il so as to make it pro duce mo st co rn 
and ether cro ps?

crops of r) e were rahed, the seeding with 
grass and clover being done on the second 
rye crop. 
It was then left for pasture or 
meadow for one or two, and sometimes 
three years, when it would be in excellent 
condition fur corn. 
I have seen land 
k ep t in good condition, and producing 
good crops of corn, oats and rye for many 
years, without fertilizers, by this sysem 
of rotation, and if western farmers care 
to get large yields of grain of any k ind, 
and to k eep their soil in a healty con­ 
dition, they will bave to practice this 
, sys te m , or 
one near lik e it, only substi 
tuting wheat lor oats or rye where the 
laud is good enough to produce w he a t. 
What I have said about rotation of 
crops, partially covers the second branch, 
that is seeding with grass or clover 
1 


will say u few words on the philoso 
or chemistry of such seeding. 
Theory and 
practice unite, I think , 
in establishing the fact that the largest 
varieties of clover act most beneficially 
in renoviatiug the soil. 
It has been p rov­ 
ed, I believe, that the roots of most plants 
penetrate the soil, or spread through it, 
to a distance equal to the up ward growth 
of the pluut. 
The most rauk growing 
k ind of clover, therefore, send their roots 
deepest in the soil, p enetrating to a dep th 
several feet below that which is reached 
by the plow. 
Now the reason why soil 
becomes imp overished *nd barren by long 
continued cultivation and removal of 
crops, is that certain ingredients and ele­ 
ments, particularly those salts which are 
essential to the growth of all plants, are 
abstracted from the soil at or near tho 
surface to such an extent that not enough 
of tnein ;s left for nourishment of the 
crop. 
The tendency of the root of corn, 
oats, wheat und rye is to spread near the 
surface where the ground has been mel­ 
lowed by the plow. 
The tendency of the 
roots of clover is to p enetrate deop, thus 
answering the two fold p urpose of bring­ 
ing up with the up wards flow of their sap 
the needed elements, and that of mellow- 
i ng the earth below where the plow has 
reached, and enriching the subsoil by 
leaving their decayed roots iri the ground. 
1 would ask those who have exp erimented 
with 
the large and small varieties <d 
clover, whether they have not found the 
most satisfactory results from the use of 
the large k ind, thus mak ing practice and 
theory agree. 
From what I have said of clover as a 
fertilizer it may be inferred that I consid­ 
er that the best and most reliable of any 
k ind that can be used. 
If we could self 
our corn for a dollar a bushel it might 
be profitable to use guano, or some of the 
prepared fertilizers that arc k ept in mark 
et. 
But as was remark ed at our last meet­ 
ing, there is considerable humbug in the 
manufacture and in the advertising of 
these articles, and it is very questionable 
whether the best of them can be profit a 
bly used by any cultivators except the 
class engaged in mark et gardening. 
We 
all k now the beneficial efleet of farm ­ 
yard manure when plowed m the soil in a 
well decayed condition, as a promoter of 
the growth and yield of corn. 
We 
a l l 
k now, too, that, such beneficial effects art 
more noticeable in a wet than m a dry 
season. 
But few farmers have enough ol 
this article to give all their corn ground 
even a light sprink ling. 
No doubt man 
urc of this k ind would go further, and do 
more good, if it could be applied in a 
pulverised condition, a small shovel full 
to each hill of corn, yet such a mode 
would not be p racticable nor economical, 
and I k now of no better way than the

m iters of America. 
M any Lib erals are u neasy a t the attitu do 
cf the Parnellitci, and state that it will b e 
impossib le to act with the Irish party any 
longer u nless Parnell conclu sively proves hU 
Innocence of the charge b rou ght against him 
b y The Times, 
A t the lost cab inet cou ncil the qu estion of 
appointing a parliam entary committee to in­ 
vestigate the alleged b reach of privilege b y 
The Times in pu b lishing the Parnell letter 
was exhau stively discu ssed. 
It was agreed 
w ithou t a dissentient to take no action in the 
m atter an l leave tho initiative to Parnell 
and his friends. 
It is stated that tho solicitors of tho treas­ 
u ry have in tb oir possession several letters 
w ritten b y Parnell to Patrick Ford. 
P a r­ 
nell’s signatu re in each of these letters is de­ 
clared on the testimony of handw riting ox- 
ports to so closely resemb le that of the letter 
pu b lished m Tho Times as to throw tho 
gravest dou b t on the statem ent that tho lat­ 
ter was a forgery. 
Parnell has gathered evidence oral an 1 
written, for u se in tho event of necessity 
arising, proving that tho sentiments ex­ 
pressed in Tho Times letter were contrary to 
those ho enfert ained and expressed at the 
time cf the P honix Park assassination. 
In the hou se of commons Monday even 
ing Broderick, Conservative memb er for 
Gu ildford, in reply to a direct qu estion from 
Sexton, adm itted that ho had in a recent 
speech allu ded to the fu c simile letter pu b ­ 
lished in Tho Times 
h a 
“ Mr. 
Parnell’s let­ 
ter,” and stated that whenever he might have 
occasion to refer to it in his speeches he shou ld 
continu e, in the ab sence of any action in u 
cou rt of law on tho part of Parnell to prove 
that it wasmot his letter, to 
h o designate it. 
It was now popu lar to allu de to it u s 
“ .Mr. 
Parnell’s latter,” and the, ju stice of the appel­ 
lation cou ld tw safely left to the affirmation 
of tho b ou se or the cou ntry. 
Bexton said ho thou ght, in view of tho fact 
tha t Parnell had denied the au thenticity of 
tho pu b lication, that Broderick, in describ ­ 
ing it as “Parnell's letter,” was gu ilty of a 
b reach of privilege, inasmu ch as su ch desig­ 
nation*’was tantam ou nt to im pu ting false­ 
hood to Parnell. 
The speaker said that Broderick had not 
referred to anything that Parnell had said or 
done in tho hou se of commons, and therefore 
his characterization of tho letter did not 
coma within the definition of a b reach of 
privilege.
